The Saints at home are mzeking prepara- 
tions to receive the Saints from abroad, and 
we feel grateful to our-heavenly Father that 
we can bear witness in truth, that the choice 
blessings of the God of Abraham have rest- 
ed upon his people, in the vallies of the 
mountains, since we last wrote you. The 
winter has been mild, compared with most 
winters, and much business has been trans- 
acted which could not have been done, had 
the weather been severe. Several grain and 
lumber mills have been erected, in the vari- 
ous settlements, the past winter; many shin- 
gles have been made, and all that is want- 
ing to bring them into immediate use, is 
nails; and let the Saints, coming hither, 
remember this in particular. Chairs and 
various articles of furniture are multiplying 
in cur midst. ‘Two or three threshing ma- 
chines have been in successful operation in 
our Valley, the past fall and winter, which 
have saved the labor of many hundred days, 
which have been appropriated to other ob- 
jects of improvment; yet more machines 
will be wanted for threshing, in this Valley, 
the) present season, and also in the various 
seiplcments of other valliog, and there is 
tedr of bringing too many, or too many fan- 


for manufacturing the same. 

It is a subject never to be forgotten by 
the Saints coming hither, that the most high- 
ly improved labor saving machinery of all 
kinds ever needed by almost any communi- 
ty, can be employed to greater advantage in 
‘Deseret, than any other place on earth. 
Suppose a brother coming home brinys some 
piece machinery with which he can sow, 
reap, thresh, fan, or perform the labor of 10 
men at this or any other kind of business ne- 
cessary to be done, nine eljers could be im- 
mediately released from their employment, 
and go forth to preach the Gospel, and the 
improvments of Deseret, and the necessary 
preparations for a multiplying population 
suffer no material injury; while, under ex- 
isting circumstances, there is enough for all 
to do who are here, to prepare for the com- 
ing of others; consequently it is not wisdom 
to send many elders on foreign missions at 
present. 

Our Council House was so far completed 
during the fall, that the several apartments 
have been occupied through the winter, to 
the great joy of this people. The warm 
spring Bath House was completed, and 
dedicated by prayer and festivai, on the 27th 
of November, since which time the House 
has been open to the public, for health and 
pleasure. ‘Ihe tithing store house was en- 
closed last fall, and so far completed that. 
one apartment has been used fora store, 
another for storage of grain, others for me- 
chanic’s shops, while the cellars have been 
filled with vegetables, and the whole in pro- 
greas of Building has hitherto 
been retarded, at times, for Jack of lumber ;

Many emigrants on 
ariving at this place, heard the gospel, be- | 
lieved, and were baptized, and thus far 
proved their sincerity by their works ; while 
sone professed to believe and were baptiz- 
ed, but their works have made manifest their 
hypocrisy, and their sins remain on their 
own heads. Had it not been for such kind 
of characters, no jury would have been need- 
ed in Deseret to this day. 

In the gormer part of January, the Gener- 
al Assembly of Deseret granted an act of in- 
corporation to Great Salt Lake City, and on 
the 11th of the same month the Great Salt 
Lake City Uouncil was organized ; Jedediah 
M. Grant, Mayor, with four Aldermen, and 
nine Counsellors ; and municipal Jaw imme- 
diately began to extend its influence over the 
City. About the same time, charters were 
granted by the General Assembly, on peti- 
tion to Ogden ef in Weber County, to 
Provo City, in Utah County ; to Manti City, 
in Sanpete County ; and to Cedar City, in 
Tron County. All the counties in the State 
were greatly strengthened by the last emi- 
gration, and since that time several new set- 
tlements have been formec, and the agri-

tinued line of stations and places of refresh- 
ment’ between this point and the Pacitic. 
which route is passable during the winter 
months. 
March 19th, we visited the Saints in Utah, 
and organized a stake of Zion at Provo City, 
by appointing Isaac Higbee President, with 
his Counsellors, High Council and Bishops. 
On the 24th, we visited Elders Lyman and 
Rich’s Camp, at fer and saw them or- 
ganized read for their departure. Elder 
Pace presides over the Branch at Payson, 
which is situated on Peteetneet Creek. 
There are settlements also, at DPleasant 
Grove and Springville. We left Elder P. 
P. Pratt, accompanied by Bishop John Mur- 
dock, and Elders William J. Perkins, John 
Woobury, Richard kt. Hopkins, Philo B. 
Wood, Mortis Minor; and Francis -A. Hath- 
mond, with Elder Lyman’s company, on his 
mission to the Pacific. 

Our City is now being fenced into blocks, 
instead es wards as formerly. and many 
shade trees are being set on the borders of 
the side-walks. School houses have been, 
built im most of the wards, both in the City 
and county, and schools have been sustain- 
ed therein the past winter, and we joyfully 
anticipate that the time has arrived, when 
our children may be partakers of the bless- 
ings of constantly continued schools, in their 
several wards. ‘The Parent School is in 
successful operation in the Council House, 
under the tuition of ChancelHor O. Spencer 
and Regent W. W. Phelps. The design of 
this School is to prepare its pupils to become 
teachers, and for all who may desire to ad- 
vance in the higher branches of education. 
It is designed for the Parent School to be 
open continually. 
Hitherto, California emigrants have been 
accustomed to leave their sick on our hands, 
at a heavy expense, and depart without no- 
tice ; to turn their teams loose in our streets, 
and near our City, which has caused much. 
destruction of crops and grass, so that if we 
wanted a load of hay, we have had to go 
from ten to twenty miles to proctre it, and 
drive our cattle a still greater. distance to 
herd the succeeding winter; but since the 
organization of a municipality, quarantine 
has been introduced, and no animals are 
permitted to roam within the corporation,
